DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of embodiment of claim 1 for Species Category I, the "plurality of 
differently shaped members of claim 9 for Species Category II, and "synthetic fibers" set forth in 
claim 12 as the fleece material in the reply filed on 4/30/2008 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 
Additionally, in view of the election of Invention I (claims 1-14) in the reply filed 9/25/2007, 
which was indicated as entered in Office action mailed 10/1 1/2007, claim 1 is a mutually elected 
species and active, non-elected species claim 2, its dependent claims 2-14 (see amendment filed 
3/25/2005) and non-elected Inventions (claims 15-25) are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Cox et al. [EP 1 010 793]. 

Cox's invention relates to a core material suitable for use in closed mould systems. The 
core material is based on at least one fibrous web containing a foam-structure within the web 
[abstract]. The foam structure can be prepared from expandable microspheres which are 
introduced into the web using an optionally foamed binder material [0015]. The core material 
has a bending stiffness which allows it to be easily bended around comers (drapable) [0017]. 
The expanded microspheres (members) have a diameter of 10-100 |jm [0028]. The core material 
has open channels and permeable to resin [0014]. 

For claim 1 , Cox is silent about the average diameter of the channels. However, since 
Cox teaches the same subject matter of the same structure and composition, made by the same 
method, and for the same use, a workable average diameter of the channels is deemed to be 
either anticipated, or obviously provided by practicing the invention of prior art, dictated by the 
same end use requirements.
